No Scarcity of Supplies 


Ottawa relays information from Lon- 
don that Britain will not find it necessary 
immediately to draw upon Canada for 
larger quantities of bacon, butter and 
eggs because of the loss of the Danish 
source of supply. The Old Lands, it ap- 
pears, had ample stores of these commo- 
dities on hand when the marauders over- 
ran Denmark, so ample that the rationing 
rules for bacon had been relaxed. This will 
make it unnecessary to increase imports 
at once from other sources. 

It is added that should Britain require 

more of these products later on that will 
not raises prices in Canada more than 
moderately. The intimation is no doubt 
intended to temper the expectations of any 
speculative-minded parties who thought 
they saw in the cessation of Danish ship- 
ments to Britain an opportunity to start 
prices spiralling upward in Canada. 
. Should these products become scarce 
prices will of course tend upward, despite 
anything that can be done through con- 
trol measures, and they should do so in 
those circumstances. But they are not 
scarce now, actually or prospectively, and 
anticipatory price-boosts are more likely 
to bring disappointment than profit to the 
engineers.

Meanwhile the moral of this “Trojan 
horse” trick has not been lost on Ger- 
many’s neutral neighbors. Holland and 
Belgium on the west and Hungary, Yugo- 
slavia and Rumania on the east have 
been rounding up newly-arrived German 
“tourists” in hundreds and sending them 
back home, on suspicion that they had 
something else in mind than a desire to 
look at the scenery. The general effect of 
the ruse has been to sharpen neutral vigil- 
ance everywhere. It will be difficult to 
work the same dodge in any other quar- 
ter.

Early in May work is to start on the 
construction of the buildings and runways 
at Edmonton’s airport which will be re- 
quired in the training of pilots, observers 
and gunners under the Commonwealth Air 
Training scheme.
